cerns are altogether in one County, may not be obliged to 
feek his Freight and Shipping in more than one River. 
Whereas at firft, they were bounded with refpeé to the 
Circuit, and the Propinquity of the Extremes to one com- 
mon Center; by which means, one County reached then 
quite a-crofs a neck of Land from River to River. But 
this way of bounding the Counties being found more in-* 
convenient than the other, it was changed by a Law, into 
what it is now. 
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Befides this Divifion into Counties and Parithee, there 
are two other Sub-divifions, which are fubje&t to the 
Rules and Alterations made by the County-courts ; namely 
into Precinéts or Burroughs, for the Limits of Conttables ; 
and into Precinéts or Walks,for the Surveyors of Highways. 


§. 6. There is another Divifion of the Country into 
Necks of Land, which are the Boundaries of the E‘chea- 
tors, viz.

North Farnham, and part 
of another, viz. Sittenburn. 6. King George County, one 
Parifh, named Hanover, the other Part of Sittendurn. 

In the Neck between Rappahannock and York Rivers are 
contained fix other Counties, viz. 1. Ghucefler, in 
which are four Parifhes, wiz.

Of the Public Offices of Government. 


§. 3. Efides the Governor and Council afore-mention’d 

there are three other General. Officers in that 
Colony, bearing his Majefty’s immediate Commifiion, v/~. 
‘The Auditor of the Revenue, the Receiver-General of it, 
and the Secretary of State. 

The Auditor’s Bufinefs is to audit the Accounts of the 
public Money of the Government, and duly to tranfmit 
the State of them to England; fuch as the Quit-Rents, 
the Money arifing by the two Shillings per Hogfhead, 
Fort Duties, the Fines and Forfeitures, and the Profit of 
Efcheats and Rights of Land. His Salary is 6 per Cent. af 
all the publick Money. 

The Recciver-General is to fell the public Tobacco, col- 
‘Ie&t and receive the Money, make the Account thereof, 
and pay it out again by the King’s Order. His Salary is 
alfo 6 per Cent. 

The Secretary’s Bufinefs is to keep the public Records 
of the Country, and to take care that they be regularly 
and fairly made up ; namely, all Judgments of the General 
Court, as likewife all Deeds, and other Writings there 
proved ; and farther to iffue all Writs, both munifterial 
and judicial relating thereto. To make out and record all 
Patents for Land, and to take the Return of all Inquefts of 
Kicheat. 


In 
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Adminittration, and Probates of Wills, granted through- 
out the Colony ; as alfo of all Births, Burials, Marrixges, 


and Perfons that go out of the Country : Of all Houfes of 9) 


publick Entertainment, and of all publick Officers in the 
Country ; and of many other Things, proper to be kept 
in fo general an Office. 


From this Office are likewife iffued all Writs for choo- | 


fing of Burgefles, and in it are fil’d authentick Copies of 
all Proclamations. 

The Secretary’s Income arifes from Fees for al] Bufine{s 
done in his Office, which come (Communibus annis) to about 
70,000 4. Tobacco per Annum; out of which he pays 
12500 and Cafk to the Clerks : His other Perquifites pro- 
ceed out of the Acknowledgments pay’d him annually by 
the County Clerks, and are befides about forty houfand 
Pounds of Tobacco and Cafk. t 


§. 9. There are two other General Officers in the 
Country, who do not receive their Commiffion and 
Authority immediately from the Crown, and thofe are, 1. 
The Ecclefiaitical Commiflary, authorifed by the Right 
Reverend Father in GOD, the Lerd Bifhop of London, 
Ordinary of all the Plantations, 2. The Country’s Trea- 
furer, authorifed by the General Affembly. 

The Commiflary’s Bufinefs is to make Vifitations of 
Churches, and have the Infpection of the Clergy. He is 
allowed 100 /. per Ann. out of the Quit-Rents. 

The Treafurer’s Bufinefs is to receive the Money from 
the feveral Colle€tors, and to make up the Accounts of the 
Duties rais’d by fome late A&s of Affembly for extraordi- 
nary Occafions ; his Salary is fix per Cent. of a!l Money 
pafling through his Hands. 

Thefe are all the general Officers belonging to that Go- 
vernment, except the Court of Admiralty, which has no 
ftanding Officer. 


§. 10, The other publick Commiffion-Officers in the 
Government (except thofe of the Militia, for whom a 
Chapter is referved} are Efcheators, Naval-Officers, Col- 
le€tors, Clerks of Courts, § hz riffs of Counties, Surveyors 
of Land, and Coroners, C 3 ‘Tue 


"In his Office is kept a Regifter of all Commiffions of }) 


Hy 
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The Efcheators have their Precinéts or Bounds, accord- 
ing to the feveral Necks of Land; for their Profits, they 
demand five Pound for each Inqueft taken, being paid 
only as Bufinefs happens. 

The Naval-Officers have their Bounds according to the 
| Diftriéts on the Rivers, and fo have the Colleétors. ‘The 
Profits of the firft arife from large Fees, upon the entring 
and clearing of all Ships and Veilels. The Colleétors have 
each a Salary out of the Treafury in Fugland, of forty 
Pounds, fixty Pounds, or an hundred Pounds, according to 
their feveral Diitri€s, they being appointed by the honour- 
able Commiffioners of the Cuftoms in Exeland ; purfuant 
to the Statute made in the 25th Year of King Charks the 
Second ; and have moreover Salaries of 20 per Cent. on 
all the Duties they cclle&t, by Virtue of the fame Statute, 
and alfo large Fees for every Entry and Clearing. 

"Vhe Naval-Officers other Profits, are ten per Cent. for 
all Monies by them received ; both on the two Shillings 
per Hogfhead, Port-Duties, Skins and Furs, and alfo on 
the new Impoits on Servants and Liquors, when fuch Duty 
is in being, 

The Clerks of Courts, Sheriffs, and Surveyors, are li- 
mited according to the fevera! Counties. The Clerks of 
Courts receive their Commifiions from the Secretary of 
State ; the Sheriffs theirs from the Governor, and the 
Surveyors of Land theirs from the Governors of the Col- 
lege, in whom the Office of Surveyor-General is veiled 
by their Charter. 

The Clerks Profits proceed from fiated Fees, upon all 
Law-Suits and Bufinets‘in their refpective Courts, except 
the Clerk of the General Court, who is paid a Salary by 
the Secretary, who takes the Fees of that Court to 
himlelf. 

The Sheriff's Profit is likewife by Fees on all Bufinefs 
doue in the County Courts, to which he is the minifterial 
Officer ; but the beft of his Income is by a Salary of all 
publick Tobacco, which is con{tantly put into the Sheriff's 
Hands, to be colleéted and put into Hundreds, convenient 
for the Market: He has likewife feveral other Advanta- 

g°s, which make his Place very profitable, 


} 
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The Profits of the Surveyors of Land are according to 
the Trouble they take: Their Fees being proportion’d to 
the Surveys they make, 

The Coroner is a Commifiion- Officer alfo, but his Pro- 
fits are not worth naming, though he has large Fees al- 
lowed him, when he dees any Bufinefs. There are two 
er more of them appointed i in each Parifh, as occafion re- 
quires ; but in the Vacancy, or Abfence of any, upon-an 
Exigency, the next Juftice of Peace does the Bufinefs, and 
receives the Fee, which is an 133 Pounds of Tobacco for 
an Ingueft on a dead Corpfe, any other Bufine!s feldom 
falling in his Way. 


§. 11. There are other minifterial Officers that have 
no Commifiion ; which are, Surveyors of the High-ways, 
Conftables, and Headboroughs. Thefe are appointed, re- 
lieved, and altered annually by the County Courts, as 
they fee occafion ; and fuch Bounds are given them, as 
thofe Courts think moft convenient.

Evolutions of the Foot. By Col, BLAND. 


HE Evolutions of the Foot, which were formerly 
practifed, being found not only of very little Ute, 
but likewife of fuch a Length, that they had not time 
to perform the more eflential Parts of the Service, (the 
Firings) without over-fatiguing the Soldiers: for which 
Reafon, the greateft Part of them have been difufed, and 
only fuch retained as are thought abfolutely neceflary : 
I hall therefore infert no more of them here than what 
were practis’d by the Foot during the late War in Fian- 
ders. But if any one is defirous to fee the Whole, he 
may find them in a Book of Exercife, Printed in 1690, 
by Order of King Wittiam and Queen Mary. 
Note, When the Evolutions are to be perform’d, the 
Officers are to Be at their Pofts of Exercile in the Rear, 


and the Files open, 
Have 
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Have a Care to perform your Evolutions. 


As foon as this Notice is given, there muft be a pro- 
found Silence obferved throughout the Battalion ; and the 
Soldiers are immeditely to ftraiten their Ranks and Files ; 
thus: In order to ftraiten their Ranks, they muft take 
care that they are exactly ina Line with thofe on their 
Right and Left, and to place themfelves in fuch a Pofi- 
tion, that neither the Head nor Body is feen before or 
behind the one the other. Their Heels muft be 
placed in a ftrait Line, without which the Ranks can 
never be brought even. ‘To ftraiten the Files, thofe in 
the Front Rank are to divide the Ground equally be- 
tween them, and thofe of the other five Ranks, who fland 
in File, muft always ftand, with their Faces againit or 
oppofite to the Middle of the Neck of their File-Leader. 
They are all to carry their Firelocks firm upon their 
Shoulders, and to raife the Muzzle high, that they may 
not touch or clafh againft one another in their Facings. 

Thefe Directions mult be obferved as a ftanding Rule, 
fince they are to do it after the Performing of every 
Word of Command, if there isan Occafion, without any 
further Orders for fo doing from the Majer, or Officer, 
who Exercifes the Battalion.*

B Y this Bill it is propos’d to be enacted, That until the 
25thof Dec. 1741, no Corn, Grain, Starch, Beet, 
Pork, or other Provifions, except fuch as are efpecially 
allowed by the A&, fhall be tranfported, or laden in order 
to be tranfported, from Great Britain, Ireland, or the 
Britifh Plantations, to any foreign Parts, for Sale, un- 
der the Penalty of Forfeiture of the Veffel, and all the 
Corn, Grain and Starch, with Twenty Shillings for every 
Buthel of Corn, Malt, Meal or Flour, and Oxe Shilling for 
every Pound weight of Bread, Bifcuit, Starch, Beef, Pork, 
or other Provifions of Viétuals, one Moicty to the King, 
the other to him that fhall fue for the fame.

* Security being firft given that the faid Provifions fhall be 
fold in no other Place than what fhall be declared at the 
time of giving the Security. 

It fhall be lawful alfo to carry Provifions Coaftwife 
from one Port or Creek, &'c. to another in the King’s Do- 
minions, having a Cocquet or Sufferance for that purpofe, 
and giving Security, and returning a Certificate of the 
Delivery. 

Provifions may alfo be carried to Market on any na- 
vigible River, in Boats or Veflels, where they have ufually 
been io carrizd, without taking Cocquets or giving 
Security. 

Fith and Rice are allowed by the A& to be exported 
from Great Britain, Ireland, or the Plantations. 
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Corn may alfo be tranfported from the Plantations to- 
G. cat Britain or Ireland. 

His Majefty is impower’d to difpenfe with the A&, by 
his Royal Proclamation at any time before Dec. 25. 17.41, 
if he judges it for the Good of the Nation. 


This Bill as it now ftands was read three Times in the 
Hou/fe of Commons, and ordered to be engro/sd. As it 
was firft propos’d, it avas thought to be very difada- 
wantageous ta the Corn Colonies ; and the Merchants 
trading to thofe Colonies, with their Agents, making 
Strong Applications in their Favour, the Rigour of it 
evas foften’d. Among others, the following Paper, 
drawn up by Mr. Lawrence Wix.iams, Mer- 
chant, of London, was printed there, and a Copy 
aclivered to every Member of the Houfe of Commons, 
while the Bill was under the Confideration of the 
Houfe. 


CONSIDERATIONS. on the Bit for pro- 
hibiting the Exportation of Corn, Ge. from North- 
4merica ; with fome Propofals humbly offer’d for the 
Encouragement of thofe ufeful Colonies, confiftent with 
the real Intereft of this Kingdom. . 


{ T is prefumed ‘that a prudent:and reafonable Concern: 
for the Welfare and Security of the Trade of our Nor- 
thern Colonies will not give Offence, when it is confidered 
of what infinite Importance they are to this Kingdom, 
more particularly in employing a great Number of Sea- 
men, and.f{apporting many Thoufands of Manufacturers 
in almoft-every Branch of. Trade. 

The Agents of thofe Colonies, and the Merchants in 
Z.ondon trading thither, could not but be alarmed when 
they found a Bill brought into Parliament, which, were it 
to pafs in the-Shape it is now in, would, as they humbly 
conceive,, inevitably deftroy feveral valuable Branches of 
Commerce, prove fatal to the Trade and Manufacturers cf 
this Kingdom, and ruinous ta many Thoufands of his 
Majetly’s Subjects... 


Fhe 
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The Traders to the Provinces of Penfilvania and Neaw- 
York having confidered the ,In.poit of the faid Bill, beg 
leave to oblerve, ‘That fhould the ine pa into a Law, 
the Trade to the faid Provinces will be grievoufly ciilref- 
fed, and many Thoufands of his Mojefty’s Subjects refiding 
there unavoidably ruined. 

Wherefore as the whole Intention of this Bill is to pre- 
vent an Exportation of Grain, and all other Provilions of 
Vidtuals, to any of his Majefty’s Enemies ; its hop’d ivch 
Expedients may be propofed, under proper Reitrictions 
and Regulations, as will fully and effectually anfwer this 
falutary Purpofe, without proceeding to fuch Extremities, 
as will in Confequence not only prove ruinous to the In- 
habitants of thote Colonies, but very fatal to our Friends 
the Subjects of Portugats. 

The Provinces of Penfilvania and New-York have, for 
many Years paft, carried on a large and valuable 
Branch of Trade by fupplying Portugal with Wheat and 
Flour, whereby they have been enabled to make very 
large Remittances hither, to pay for fuch Manufactures as 
they receive from this Kingdom ; but fhould the prefent 
Intercourfe of Trade between Portugal and thefe Colonies 
be interrupted, the People of thofe Provinces wilt be great- 
ly impoverith’d, by being deprived of their moft valuable 
Branch of Commerce to a Kingdom with whom we are at 
Peace (which, it is humbly hoped, is not intended by this 
Bill) and the Fate of the Subjeéts of Portuga/ will be ftill 
harder ; for fhould their Importation from Philadelphia 
and Neav-2ork be entirely ftopp’d, their Diftrefles will 
be great; for at this prefent Junéture the Ports in the 
Batich, Sicth, Levant and Ancona being fhut up, they 
have no otherChance for a Supply of Grain (till the next 
Harveit) but from his Majefty’s- Northern Colonies: only. 
It’s therefore moft humbly hop’d, for our own and our 
Friends Sake, that.no Stop or Interruption will be put to 
our Trade to the Kingdom of Portugal. 

And to the Intent the main End of tlhe Bill may not all 
be defeated by the Indulgence pray’d for, it’s humbly pro- 
pos’d, That the Owners of Ships and Cargoes intended for: 
Lifbon, Oporto, or Madeira, thall give undeniable Security, 
in a large Penalty, for. their jufk. aud. true Performance of 
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the Voyage ; and fhall be oblig’d to bring from their Port 
of Diicharge in the Kingdom of Portugal, a Certificate 
from the Conful and Factory, that the faid Wheat or Flour 
was actually landed there ; and if it be thought proper, 
they may further certify that the fame is truly and Jona 
fide for the Ufe and Subfiftance of the Subjects of his 
Portugueze Majefty. This is all that can be propofed or 
done in behalf of the People of Pennrfj/vania and New- 
Zork; but fhould there be occafion, the King of Portugal’s 
Minifter may give further Affurances, that the Corn and 
Flour imported as before-mention’d into that Kingdom, is 
really and truly for the Ufeof the King of Portuga/’s Sub- 
jects, and fhall not be re-exported from thence. 

The Provinces of Penfilvania and New-York have here- 
tofore fupplied the Frezch and Dutch Markets with Grain, 
and have likewife extended their Commerce to ieveral 
Ports up the Mediterramean; but prefuming that this 
Trade muit be given up, and cannot at preient be carried 
on by the Billnow depending, it’s humbly hoped, in con- 
fideration thereof, as by the Laws now in being, Wheat 
and Flour cannot be imported into this Kingdom but on 
high Duties, a Claufe may be inferted in the Bill now be- 
fore the Honourable Houte, That whenever the Price of 
Wheat in Exp land fhall exceed 40 5. per Quarter, Wheat 
and Flour from <Azvrica thall be imported into this King- 
dom Duty Free. By this Indulgence our Colonies wiil 
be greatly encouraged, and ainftead of interfering with, 
will be of the moit infinite Service to their Mother-Coun- 
sry, by fupplying this Kingdom in cafe of a Scarcity of 
Grain ; as is very manifeft at this prefent Junéture, feveral 

Vefils loaden with Wheat being lately arrived at B ifol 
from Pen/ivania and New- York ; ; and it isto be remark’'d 
as a peculiar Happinefs to this Kingdom, that no other 
Nation in Europe has Colonies in America, from whence 
they could have a Supply of Grain, were their Exigencies 
ever fo great. 

Should the Indulgence already humbly pray " for, in 
regard to the Provinces of Penfilvania and New-York be 
granted ; yet as they mutt, by ‘the Bill now depending, be 
deprived of feveral valuable Branches of their ‘Trade ; and 
in Coniequeme thereof, many of his Majeity’s Subjects 
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will be diilrefied for want of Employment; and as it has 
heretofore fufficiently appear’d, that the Northern Colo- 
nies abound with Iron-Ore, from whence as good Bar-Iron 
is made as any that comes from Saveden, or any other 
Kingdom in Europe; but by reafon of the great Duties 
impofed thereon, and the high Freight coniequent on fo 
Jong a Voyage, they cannot import the fame into this 
Kingdom: ‘Therefore it is further humbly propos’d, not 
only for the Encouragement of thefe Colonies, but as an 
efitntial Benefit to this Kingdom, That either in the Bill 
now depending (or by fuch other Provifiomas may be 
thought proper) a Claufe may be added for the taking off 
the Duty of Bar-Iron from merica, whereby we fhould 

ina few Years be able to fupply this Kingdom with large 
Quantities of Bar-Iron; and whether it would not be 
more for the Intereit of this Nation to have a fure Relort 
for, and be fupplied with this material Article from our 
own Colonies, in return for our Manufactures fent them, 
rather than to depend on the Will of Saveden, and other 
foreign Kingdoms, and pay for the fame, as we now do, 
on 2 moderate Computation, about 200,000 /. per Annum 
in Cath, is moft humbly fubmitted.

H IS Excellency having communicated to the Board a Letter he 

had received from the Honourable EnwaArkpd VERNON, 
Efg; Vice-Admiral of the Blue Squadron, and Commander in Chief 
of His Majefty’s Shipsof War in the #’ef-Indies, importing, That 
there was a large Squadron of Spani/b Ships of War, and two large 
French Squadrons, in the Weft-Indies : And likewife, that a large 
Reinforcement from Great Britain was expeéted to join the faid Ad-

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Majefty’s Dominions, or in fome Place inhabited by his Majefty’s 
Subjects, nor to difpofe of them to any other than his Majefty’s Sub- 
jects; and the fame be certified to the Naval-OfFcer, under the 
Hand of the Impoft-Officer. The Fee of the faid Bond and Certi- 
ficate to be Three. Shillings in Province-Bil!s of the old Tenor, and 
no more. And that his Excellency be defired to give no Pailes to 
the Ceftle, but to fuch Vefiels, the Matters cf which have given 
Bond as aforefaid ; and likewife to notify the Collector of the Cuftoms 
ef this Affair.

diately trom the French Ports, before we may come toa Rupture with 
them, or from the Dutch afterwards ; and recommends it to the 
Government as material, that fome Methods be taken to difappoint 
them in thofe Views: Upon which the Governor call’d a Council ; 
and itis refolv’d, That the Cuftom-Houfe Officers fuffer no Veffed 
to clear out, without firft fwearing the Mafter as to the Quantity of 
Provifions he has on board, and giving fufficient Security to land the 
fame in an Englifh Port. 


PORTSMOUTH, New-Hampfrire, Feb. 28. 1740,41. 


Yefterday his Excellency our Governor was pleafed to open a Seflion 
of General Affembly here, with the following Speech. 


Gentlemen of the Council, and of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 


Have received His Majefty’s Royal Pleafure in two additional 
Inftructions, 

One refpecting the future Emiffions of Bills of Credit in this 
Province. 

The Other for carrying into Execution His Majefty’s Determi- 
nation in Council on the Boundaries betwixt this Province and that 
of the _—_ bufetts-Bay, which the Secretary fhall lay before you. 

As to the Inftruétion refpecting the Boundaries, I urged upon 
the Afiembly of the Maffachufstts-2ay, in their late Seffion, to do 
what was reafonable therein, on their Part ; but they came into no 
other Refolution than to poft-pone the Confideration of the Matter 
to May next: I therefore now earneftly recommend it to you, as 
the firft Thing to be done, to make Provifion for defraying the 
Charge of Carrying into Execution His Majefty’s Royal Orders in 
this Behalt ; and fince the Seafon is fo fuitable for effecting the 
Matter, you aught to fuffer no Delay in what is to be done on your 
Part, when Nothing fhall be wanting om mine, to go through 
with the Affair ia the moft expeditious Manner. 

You well know the ruinous Condition in which the only Fort of 


this Province lies, and has done for many Years paft, and = I 
nave 
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have from Year to Year preft upon the feveral Affemblies to 
make proper Provifion for putting into a good State for Defence (tho* 
to little or no Purpofe) that I fhall only fay to you, I think your 
own Security, at this dangerous and critical Conjuncture, (of an 
expected French War) demands your immediate Care in this im- 
portant Article. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

You will look into th@Btate of the Treafury and make the need- 
ful Supply for paying the Debts contraéted by the Legiflature, and 
for the further neceffary Support of the Government. 

Gentlemen of the Couneil and of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

I have lately received a Letter from the Honourable Enwarpo 
VERNON, Efq; Vice-Admiral of His Majefty’s Blue Squedron, 
and Commander in Chief of His Majefty’s Ships in the We/i-Indies, 
defiring no Veffels may be cleared from the Offices in this Govern- 
ment that may have Provifions aboard, till they have given Bond 
to land them in fome Part of His Majefty’s Dominions. ‘This Let- 
ter fhall be communicated to you, and I fhall not doubt your bring- 
ing forward a Bill to be paft into a Law to put an effectual Stop to 
the Exportation of any Provifions from hence, but where Security 
is given for nding them in fome of His Majefty’s Territories, 

You are not ignorant Gentlemen, ot a Combination of Perfons -in 
the neighbouring Government, who are attempting to emit a large 
Quantity of Stampt-Paper, to pals in Lieu of Money, to which they 
give the Name of ManufaGory-Notes, and of thefe they have al- 
ready iffued tomething confiderable. The Scheme projected for car- 
rying forward this extraordinary Affair, having been made publick, 
I need not tell you upon how bafe and fraudulent a Foundation they 
would fend out their Notes; nor are you Strangers to what has 
been done by the Government at Home, for fuppreffing this unjutt 
and unreafonable Undertaking: I therefore hope you will do what 
is neceflary with you to forbid all Perfons in this Government, oa 
fevere Penalties, from encouraging or countenancing the faid Notes 
directly or indirectly.

The Severity of the Seafon, ard diftant Habitations of the Gentlemen 
of His Majefty’s Council of the Province of New-Jeriey, not per- 
mitting them to meet according to Appointment, His Excellency the 
G.vernor has wrote the followiug Letter and Order to the feveral

prevent the'r receiving any fuch Supply) the feveral Colle tors of 
His Majefty’s Cuftoms in this Province do not lear any Veffel 
whatfoever, loaden, or to be loaden, with Provifions, until the 
Matter or Owner of fuch Veffel fhall have given Bond, with two 
fufficient Securities, that the fame fhall not be directy or indirecty 
landed or put on Shore in any Dutch, Danifb, French, or any other 
foreign Country or Settlement in America ; but that the fame hall 
be actually, truly, and dona fide landed within fome of H's Ma- 
jefty’s Colonies, Plantations, or Dominions, or put on Board of 
fome of His M ajefty” s Ships of War. 

The Reafon of doing this at this Time, and on this Occafion, 
feems fo evidently for His Majefty’s Service and the Safety of His 
Colonies and Plantations in America, that I make no Doubt of 
your punatual Compliance with what is here ordered.

Dominions, &c. are exclufive of landing them any where elfe: To 
which I anfwer, that thefe Words are only relative to the forego- 
ing, which exprefs’d what was intended to be prevented, viz. The 
tranfporti ng Provifions to any Dutch, Danifh, French, or any other 
foreign Country or Settlement in America: And the Reafon being 
given why this Order was made, fhews, I think, plainly what was

Meeting of the Partners, by the major Part of the Partners prefent 
concurring with the major Part of the Directors; and after the Ex- 
piration of Twenty Years to pay to each Partner, his Executors, 
Adminiftrators or Affigns, according to his or their refpective Inter- 
efts, all fuch Dividends as fhall be agreed upon by the major Part of 
the Partners; outftanding Bills, and contingent Charges always to 
be firft fatisfied. 

4- That the faid Directors do feverally covénant with each Part- 
ner, his Executors, Adminiftrators and Affigns, w/z. Each of them, 
for himfelf, his Heirs, Executors or Adminftrators, That in Cafe 
he be difplaced, or taken away by Death, then he, his Heirs, Exe- 
cutors or Adminiftrators, fhall and will inftantly deliver up to the 
remaining Directors, for the Ufe of the Company, all the Bills, 
Goods, and Things whatfoever as are in his or their Hands belonging 
to the Company, and will never more intermeddle with any Things 
or Affairs pertaining to the Office and Duty of a Director. 


II. The Undertakers on their Part fhall covenant, 


1. That each Undertaker, his Heirs, Executors and Adminftra- 
tors, will, at the Expiration of every Year, from this Date, annually, 
during the Space of Twenty Years, pay to the faid Directors, wix. 
Robert Auchnuty, Samuel Adams, William Stoddard, Peter Chardon, 
Samuel Watts, Georges Leonard, Robert Hale, John Choate, and 
Thcmas Cheever, their Executors and Adminiftrators, for the Ute 
of the faid Company, five in the Hundred of the principaf’Sum by 
him received, and three per Cent. Intereft for‘the Principal enjoyed, 
in fuch Manufactory Bills, or in merchantable Hemp, Flax, Cor- 
dage, Bar-Iron, Caft-Iron, Linnen, Copper, tan’d Leather, Flax- 
Seed, Bees-Wax, Bayberry-Wax, Sail-Cloth, Canvas, Nails, Tal- 
low, Lumber, viz. Shingles, Staves, Hoops, white Pine-Boards, 
white Oak-Plank, white Oak-Boards, and Ship-Timber; Barrel- 
Beef, Barrel-Pork, Oil, Whalebone, and Cord-Wood, of the Pro- 
duce and Manufactures of this Province ; or Logwood, at fuch Prices 
as the Directors thall judge they pafs for, in lawful Money, at fx 
Shillings and eight Pence per Ounce, with one per Cent, advance 
thereon, at the repective Times of Payment. 

2. That he, his Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators, will from 
time to time, at thirty Days Notice, pay to the faid Directors, in the 
aforefaid Bills or Manufactures, his rateable Part of all fuch Sums of 
Money as fhall be loft or become chargeable on the faid Company, 
by the Failure of any of the Partners, or by any other Accident 
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whatfoever, to indemnify the Signers of thofe Bills, and fave the 
faid Company harmlefs. 

3. That he, his Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators, at all Times, 
till the principal Sum aforefaid, by him received, and Intereft there- 
of as aforefaid, is paid in, and while he or they have any Share or 
intereft in the Manufactory Company aforefaid, will readily receive 
and take all fuch Manufaétory Bills, as fhall be tendered him or them 
by any Perfon or Perfons, in all Payments, Trade and Bufinefs, as 
fo much lawful Money at fix Shi/lings and eight Pence per Ounce. 

4. That he, his Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators, will from 
time to time, at thirty Days Notice, pay and [fatisfy to the faid Di- 
rectors, their Executors and Adminiftrators, his rateable Part of all 
fuch Sums cf Money, Loffes and Damages as they or their Com- 
peny thall fuftain or fuffer, by Means of any Orders, Rules, In- 
ftructions, Laws, or other Acts of Government whatfoever, to- 
wards the fecuring and indemnifying of the faid Directors and the 
{aid Company. 

5. That he, his Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators, will, at all 
‘Times, when thereto requefted, give fuch further or better Security 
for the Performance of his yearly Payments in Manner aforefaid, as 
they thal] judge neceffary. 

6. That he, his Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators, will (in 
©afe any of the faid Directors fhall be difplaced or taken away by 
Death) perform al! his aforefaid Covenants to the remaining Direc- 
tors, and Succeffors, chofen in the room of fuch as are difplaced or 
taken away as aforefaid, whenever they fhall think proper: And at 
al] Times, upon thirty Days Notice, will pay and perform his rate- 
able Part required, to indemnify fuch difplaced Director, and gene- 
rally the Heirs, Executors and Adminiftrators of all fuch Directors 
as thall be difplaced as aforefaid, or taken away by Death, for every 
‘Thing done by them in the faithful Difcharge of their Truft as 
Directors, or as Signers of the Bills. 

7. The afore enumerated Commodities, fhall be received by the 
Directors at the fame Prices as they generally pafs at, at the Time 
of Paygment in Bofon ; and the Directors fhall accordingly allow fix 
Sdillings and eight Pence, in the Company’s Bills, for fo much of 
each kind of Commodities refpectively, as will fell for an Qunce of 
Silver as aforefaid, and fhall moreover give for faid Commodities to

§. The Directors thall appoint Perfons to value the Lands to be 
mortgaged as Security for the annual Payments, who thall be under 
Oath for the faithful Difcharge of their ‘Trufts. 

9- The Directors thal! appoint Clerks and other Attendants, as they 
find it neceflary, agree with them for their Salaries, and as there 
may be Occafion, again difmifs them and choofe others, which 
Clerks hall be under Oath, and give Security for the faithful Dif- 
chi rge of their Trufts. 


10. Ne 
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10. No Perfon thall be capable of being a Director or Treafurer 
who undertakes for lefs than Five Hundred Pounds ; and if any Di- 
rector or Treafurer die, or is removed from his Office, the Vacan- 
cy thall be filled at the next Meeting of the Company, by a major 
Vote of the Partners prefent (the Directors, in Cate of Death or 
Removal of a ‘Treafurer, to chufe a new one in the mean time) and 
if any Director or Treafurer be found guilty of any Fraud in the 
Execution of his Office, any Four of the Directors concurring with 
a major Part of the Partners, fuch Treafurer or Director hall be 
removed from his Trufts, his Mortgage be put in, Suit, and he be 
declared to be a Partner no longer.

thereon, with the Intereft then due, either jn the Company's 


Bills, or in the Manufactures aforementioned, 
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18. As by the Mortgages and Covenants aforementioned, the 
Partners give Security to the Signers of the Bills to enable them to 
fatisfy the Poffeffor, fo the Signers fhall give Security to indemnify 
the Indorfer. 

19. All Accounts relating to the Company's joint Affairs fhall 
he laid before them at their annual Meeting in September by the 
Directors and Treafurer, for their Information and Approbation. 

20. A major Part of the Directors concurring with a major Part 
of the Partners prefent, at any annual (or other General) Meeting, 
may agree upon any other Rules or Methods for the better obfer- 
ving or fulfilling the Articles aforefaid ; provided fuch Rules are not 
fubverfive of the fundamental Articles of this Scheme, but confif- 
tent with and conducive to the End and Defign of them. 

21. No Alteration fhall be made of a fundamental Article, but 
by the Confent of the Government had to the Determination of 
the major Part of the Partners, concurring with the major Part of 
the Direétors, 

22. Any one of the Clerks of the Directors, thal] at any Time, 
on Demand (for reafonable Pay, as allowed in other Offices) give to 
any Perfon, defiring the fame, a Copy of any Part of the Records, 
duly attefted under his Hand. 

23. An attefted Copy of this Scheme from the Record fhall be 
regiftred in the Secretary’s Office in Boflon (if permitted) and pub- 
lick Notice given of it when done, or otherwife, in fome other 
publick Office, in this Province, and ». Slick Notice given accord- 


ingly. 


The aforegoing Scheme being the Subftance and effential Part of 
the Scheme firft projected, for the Ends firft mentioned, upon 
frequent and long Deliberations of the Directors, thus digefted, 
amended, and altered, fo far only as was neceflary, thereby the 
better to attain the Ends firft propofed, and to prevent any 
Doubts that might arife concerning the true and honeft Mean- 
ing of the fame, the Drectors do now fet hereunto their 
Hands and Seals in Boffon, this Eighth Day of September, 
Anno Domini, Ong Thoufand Seven Hundred and Forty.

State of the late Difpute between the Upper | 


and Lower Houfes in Maryland. 
To the Author of the GEnteRAL MAGazine. 


‘ Y OU will receive inclofed the Copy of a Letter fent to Mr. 
Bradford to be publifbed in bis Political State of the Britifh 
Colonies ; but as bis Candour and Impartiality canntt be depended

Mr. Bradford, 
VERY much approve of the General Plan of your Magazine, 
and think it may be of great Ufe “* to have an Account of the 
«© publick Affairs trarfacted in his Majefty’s feveral Colonies.’” And 
that it is very juft and reafonable, that (as you promife) “ail Pesfons, 
«« in whatever Colony refiding, thould find a ready Admittance ao 
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‘© fair and publick Hearing at all Times:’’ And, ‘¢ that in Difputes 
** tranfmitted to you for Publication, you fhould inviolably obierye 
“© an exact Neutrality, and carefully avoid mingling, with Arguments 
‘* on either Side, any Reflections or Remarks of your own.”’ 

But how you have kept to this, in the Abftract of the Proceedings 
of the Maryland Affembly, in your very firft Magazine, I fhall leave 
toevery Moen to judge, that will take the Trouble of reading the 
following State of the Difpute between the two Houfes, taken from 
the printed Votes in the very Words of the feveral Meffages that 
paffed on the Occafion. 

The Affembly met on the 23d of 4pri? 1740: And the A& for 
raifing Three Pence per Ho Ahead on Fobacco, for purchafing Arms 
and Ammunition for the Defence of the Province, being to expire with 
the Seflion, the Lower Houfe, inftead of renewing and continuing 
the faid Act for three Years and to the End of the next Seffion, fent 
up another Bill with the Duration only of one Year ; and with fuch 
ether Alterations as deprived the Governor and Council of the Power 
to lay out the Money, as they had always done. 

Upon this, the Upper-Houfe gave their Negative to the frid Bill, 
and by their Meilace, of the 8th of May, infifted ona Bill for three, 
or any Number of Years, and to the End of the next Seffion, for 
Reatons fet forth in the faid Meflage: Which Reafons are much 
mifreprefented in the Magazine, as will be readily perceived by any 
ene who only reads over the faid Meflage. 

The Lower-Hovfe, in their Meflage, of the roth “of Afzy, in 
Anfwer to this, tell them, ‘¢ That their firft and principal Reafon 
*< for not concurring with the Bill for raifing Three Pence per Hogf- 
head, for purchafing Arms and Ammunition, they perceive, is, 
«* becaule it is not made to fubfiit for a determined Time, and to the 
«* End of the next Seffion after the End of that Time, fo that had 
‘« it been made to continue for any Number of Years, they find it 
“‘ would not pleafe their Honours, unlefs it were to have ended 
*« with a next Seffion of Afflembly, which, in Effeét, is making a 
‘« Law, that ought to be temporary in its Nature, perpetual, or at 
‘* Jeaft to endure fo long as any particular Branch of the Legiflature 
‘< thinks proper, tho’ contrary to the Inclination of the others and 
« Intereft of the Country, @c.”” And they afterwards add, ‘* As 
«« it is uncertain how long War with Spain will continue, or how 
«* foon another with France may begin, if not already prociaimed, 
had their Henours propofed the double or any other Sum larger 
«« than the Three Pence, that our Trade could pofiibly bear, or had 
«« 4 longer Time of Duration been mentioned to the Bill, fo as it 
had a fixed ‘Time of Determination, we would and are now ready to 
«« agree to either, as the Neceffity of the prefent Juncture may re- 
«< quire, Gc.” The other Parts of this Mefiage are much mangled 
and tranfpofed in the Magazine, befides 25007, faid to be the Sum 
in Bank unapplied, which Ican no-where find in the faid Meiff2ge ; 
but without dwelling on any thing elfe, I thal! goon toobferve fuch 
Parts of the fubfequent Meflages as relateto the Point in Difpute. 
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And the next, I find, is in the M:flage of the Upper-Houle, of 


the 13th, wherein they fay, ‘* Their Defires are too ftrong that his 
«* Majefty’s Expectations of raifing Forces ia this Province for his 
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«* Service may not be difappointed, to overlook thefe alternative 
‘* Offers from your Houfe: Nor can we now miftake each other, 
*< for your Refolution is only to have a fixed Time of Determination, 
‘* and ours to have a proper Provifion for the neceffary Defence of 
‘< the Province ; but as we are defirous to make this Bill as eafy as 
«« may be to the People, and therefore unwilling to double or further 
“« encreafe the Duty, as you propofe, we rather chufe to clofe with 
** you upon the Alternative of lengthening the Time: For which 
‘* Purpofe, we propofe the Reviving the A@t for Arms, Ge. for 
«« Nine Years, fo that you may have your withed for fixed Determi- 
** nation of this At: And, we hope, the impartial World will be 
«« fatisfied that our Views are not inconfiftent with the Defence of 
«* the Province, or his Majefty’s Service: For we plainly tell you, 
‘¢ that we are only influenced to this Acceptance of your Offer by 
an Expectation that you will difpatch a Bill to encourage the raifing 
‘* Forces for his Majefty’s Service, either agreeable to our Plan, or 
‘«< any other, which may be judged moft efteétual for the Purpo’é, 
and fhall be defirous of fetling by Conference, or otherwife, any 
‘« Difficulties or Objections which may arife on fuch a Bill. 
To this the Lower-Houfe, in their Meffage of the 14th, fay, 
If your Honours will be pleafed to look again into our Meflage 
** you will find that we did not propo the Bill for Arms and Am- 
munition generally, for any Sum, or for any Number of Years 
with a fixed Determination ; but only for fuch Sum as the Trade 
* could bear, and for fuch a Term as the Neceffity of the prefent 
‘¢ Junéture might require: And, therefore, if you are f much in- 
*« fluenced with Defires for his Majefty’s Service, as you often exprefs, 
** we hope our Offer of that Bill for Si% Pence, or any lefler Sum, 
** that may be thought needful, inftead of the Three Pence, and to 
** continue to the 29th of September, which fhall be in the Year of 
** our Lor p GOD 1742, will not be rejected ; for that we think it 
** much more conducive to that Service and our Safety at this Time, 
‘* inafmuch as greater Sums will thereby be raifedin lefs Time, and 
«* altho” that Duty will be higher than has ufually been given for 
** the fame Purpofe, yet if the prefent Neceffity be fo urgent as you 
‘« reprefent it, we hope the People will not be difpleafed with it ; 
*¢ nor is it to be doubted but the Motives which induce us to this 
*< now, will equally operate on us or our Succefiors, if there be the 
‘« fame Neceffity at the Expiration of that Term. 
*¢ If your Honours fhall think fit to accept of this Offer, we thall 
‘¢ prepare a Bill for that Purpofe ; and without lofs of Time pro- 
«¢ ceed to the Difpatch of the other Bufinefs: But if tis to be re- 
‘* fufed, and you perfiftin your former Refolution, we pray you 
«* will advife us therewith, that an End may be put to our Meeting, 
‘¢ and no more of the Country’s Money, or our Time, fpent to no 
‘¢ Purpofe, @c. And as the Supply we offer is more than heretofore 
‘© has ufually been given, fo we hope it will be fufficient with the

ply for the Encouragement of Freemen to inlift in his Majefty’s 
Service abroad, or yourentire Refufal of it, unlefs at the fame 
time you could obtain the before-mentioned Bill for Arms, &c. 
with your beloved Termination of Wine Years, or a Seffion of 
Affembly, argues the greateft Zeal for the Succefg of the Britis 
Arms. 

** To conclude, we now affure you, that whatever Ant{wer 
may be to this, we fhall trouble you with no more long Medlages : 
And if you fhall think fit to recede from the Refolution of not ac- 


‘ cepting the Billfor Arms, Ge. otherwife than for Nine Years, 


or to the End of a Seifian, we do here offer you that Bilf for 
any Sum not exceeding S’x Pence per Hogfhead, and for any 
certain Time not above three Years. And if you will confent toa 
Conference, to fettle the Sum and Time ; as alfo, to agree upon 
the Heads of a Bill for Encouragement of his Majeftv’s Levies, we 
fhall immediately appoint fome Members of our Houfe for that 
Purpofe ; otherwiie, our Bufinefs feems to be at an End. 

To this the Upper-Houfe, in their Meflage of the 19th, amongft 


other Things fay, ** Wecannot, on Perufal of your Meflages, dif- 
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cover the leaft mention before now of three Years, or the Affu- 
rance of renewing that Bill, which you are now pleafed to give. 
We hope, Gentlemen, you did not imagine it pofible to miflead 
your impartial Judges, or ourfelves, by this Affurance, into a 
falfe Opinion of your Care for this Part of his Majefty’s Domini- 
ons. Can you ailert, that fuch an Affurance can oblige any fuc- 
ceeding Affembly to renew that Aét, or that fuch an Affurance 
is of the fame Effect with an Act? Ifit can tye any future 
Lower-Houfe, what Difference is there between binding them by 
an Aét, and {uch an Affurance ? And why fhould not an Aé& be 
now made foras great a Length of ‘Time, as any Revival, or fuch 
an Aifurance may carry it? efpecially fince you have not offered 
one Reafon in any of your Metlages to thew the prefent Occaficn 
and Circumftances, may not require a Nine Years Continuance ? 
But if your prefent Affurance may be difregarded by a future Af- 
fembly, your impartial judges mutt conclude, that Affurance is only 
ade ufe of for an Amuiement, and that you can as little anfwer 
for ycur Succeffors, as in another Part of your Meffage, you think 

his Lordihip’s Governor, or Minifters, can anfwer for theirs, 
. ** And 
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«¢ And now, Gentlemen, to clofe our Altercations, by Meflages on 
«¢ this Bill, it remains for us to fay, that as you have given us a 
** Choice of two Alternatives, one of which we have chofe ; and 
«< given you, in aformer Meffage, our Reafons for not taking the 
«< other:. And as you have not attempted to thew that our Choice 
** of Nine Years is not (tho’ one of Ninety Nine, as bearing no 
«« Proportion to any Suppofition of the Continuance of the War 
«< would be) too long, or that the prefent Exigence may not require 
«<< it 3; we hope you will not think we were immoderate in the 
«< Length of Time, which we cannot depart from: But fince you 
«¢ defire a Conference, this Houfe has appointed the Honourable 
«* Benjamin Tasker, George Plater and Edmund Fenings, Efqrs; to 
*¢ join fuch Members as you may be pleafed to appoint of your 
«* Houfe, for fuch Conference. 

After all thefe Meffages the Upper-Houfe agreed to the Propofal 
of the Lower; and their Conferees fignified their Confent in the 
following Words, viz. ‘* We have it further in Command from 
‘© our Houfe, to acquaint you, that altho’ you have not vouchfafed 
** to ufe one Argument to fatisfy our Houfe of the Unreafonablenefs, 
‘¢ in the prefent uncertain Situation of Affairs, of the Length of 
«« Nine rs, which they had chofen on your Alternative ; yet as 
«« the Mes. Heads of a Bill for Encouragement of raifing 
Forces for his Majefty’s Service have been agreed to in this Con- 
«¢ ference ; and as the Members of our Houle have nothing fo much 
«¢ at Heart as a fincere Zeal for his Majefty’s Service, and a deter- 
«¢ mined Refolution to fhew it on every Occafion: Therefore, on 
«¢ thefe Confiderations, and being very defirous to cultivate and pre- 
«¢ ferve amongf the feveral Branches of the Legiflature a mutual 
‘¢ Harmony and good Underftanding by every Condefcenfion that is 
‘¢ not very unreafonable, and by forwarding any Bill that may be 
«¢ agreeable to each other ; Our Houfe will agree to a Bill for lay- 
«* ing a Duty of Six Pence per Hogfhead for Arms, &c. for Defence 
«« of the Province, for a determined Time of Three Years, and in 
«* every other Refpeét conformable to the prefent Act: But we offer 
«* to your Confideration, whether it may not be more for the Eafe 
«« of the People to continne the prefent Act for Six Years, rather 
«* than lay an additional Load on Trade for this Purpofe. 

The Lower-Houfe chufing Six Pence per Hogthead for Three 
Years, rather than the Three Pence per Hogfhead for Six Years, 
the Bill was accordingly fo agreed upon, and the Upper Houfe was 
in Expeétation of its being fent up ; when on the 26th of May they 
received a Mefiage from the Lower-Houfe, wherein they fay, 
«* There being feveral Bills paft in our Houfe which have lain a 
«« confiderable Time before your Honours, we requeft they may be 
«< fent down, that if they fhall pafs in your Houfe they may be or- 
«« dered to be engroffed, and all poflible Difpatch be given to the 
«« Bufinefs, and this long Seffion brought to a fpeedy Conclufion, 

The Upper-Houfe anfwer them the fame Day, 

** Gentlemen, 

*¢ Several Bills, fent from your Houfe, now lie on our Table for a 
«* fecond Reading: But we cannot think this Houfe would aét with 
** that Decency and Duty we owe to his Majeity and the 8 
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« this Province, if any Bill fhould have a Paffage in this Houfe, 
** before a Bill for raifing a Fund for Arms, @c, for Defence of this 
‘* Province 3 and alfo a Bill for Encouragement of raifing Forces for 
‘< his Majefty’s Service, agreeable to the Heads agreed upon by the 
“< Conferees of both Houfes, and neither of which you have fent to use 
‘© We doubt not of your Approbation of our Conduct in this particular, 
‘< fince your Houfe fhewed a remarkable Earneftnefs in forwarding 
«* two Bills for thofe Purpofes at our firft Meeting; and when the 
« Two Houfes could not, by Mefiiges, agree on what Bills would 
‘* be the moft proper for fuch Ends, the Heads and principal Parts 
« thereof have been fettled to our mutual Satisfaction by the Con- 
‘< ferees of both Houfes, in Confequence of witich we have daily 
“ expeéted from your Houfe Bills conformable to fuch Heads; and 
« therefore, we hope, you will be pleafed to fend us fuch Bills, thet 
<< we may, by a quick Putfage, give a Preference to them which 
<« fo much relate to his Majefty in every Refpect, before every 
¢« other Bill. 

By the Lower-Houfe of Affembly, 27th May 1740. 

“© May it please your Honours, 

“€ We herewith fend you the Bill for the Encouragement of his 
“ Majefty’s Levies 

“‘ As it is to be prefumed all the Bills which fhall pafs botle 
“ Houfes, will receive the Aifent of his Excellency and pafs the 
«« Seals at one and the fame Time, we are at a Lofs to know where- 
‘< in the Decency and Duty we owe to his Majefty and the Satety 
“ of the Province, can be any way concerned in the Precedency 
‘< given to any of them in either Houfe: However, as we have toe 
«* well grounded Apprehenfions, that, contrary to the ufual Mode 
“* of Proceeding in Ailembly, you keep up the feveral Bills now be~« 
“* fore you, wherein the Publick Adminiftration of Juftice, the Pay- 
** ment of Publick Taxes, and general Utility of the Province are 
“ moft effentially concerned, with Defign to pafs them with Du- 
«< ration to a-Day certain only, and not tothe End of a Seflion, ag 
«* ufual; which, in our Opinion, would be of the moft petnicious 
«< Confequence to the People. We have thought it abfolutely necef- 
** fary to keep back that for Arms and Ammunition until you fend 
** us down fuch of thofe other Bills as you fhall think fit to pale 
«€ with the ufual Duration. 

“< As we hope there is no Ground to fufpeét owr Loyalty to his 
“* Majefty, or our Care for the Safety of the Province, fo we hereby 
“© fiacerely declare to your Honours, and the World, that we never 
«¢ had any other Intention than to pafs the Bill for Arms, @c. ac- 
*< cording to the Terms agreed upon by the Conferees of both Hou< 
«€ fes, and that we retain it inour Hands now for no other Reafon 
¢¢ than what we have here mentioned ; for whatever may be the Con- 
«* fequence of not having it at this time, we are well aifured, that 
«< Jofing either all or the moft of the Bills now before you, with 
«« others of the like kind, or having them with any other Determi- 
«* nation than with a Seffion of Affembly, would prove much more 
«fatal: And therefore we have thought ousiglyes, im Prudence, 
“ obliged of two Evils to choofe the leaft, 
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‘+ As we cannot fuppofe your Honours unacquainted with the many 
** other Reafons which govern us in this Matter, we fhall not trouble 
** you with them: And this being our firm and unalterable Refolu- 
“« tion, we hope‘it will be needlefs to {pin cut any more time about it : 
** We fhall therefore wait the final Refult of your Houfe therein. 

The final Refuit was, that neither Houfe yielding to the other, 
the Act for Encouragement of his Majefty’s Levies was the only Bill 
that paffed into a Law ; fo that the Act for raifing Three Pence per 
Hogthead for Arms and Ammunition, with all the other temporary 
Laws, expired with the Seifion. 

I do not tranferibe all the Meffages that paffed'upon this Head to 
the final Conclufion of the Seflion, the two laft, given at large, fhew- 
ing exadtly the State of the Difpute between the two Houfes: Tho” 
if you are willing to fpare fo much room in your Magazine for the 
Proceedings of the Mary/and Afiembly, you can give nothing more 
curious or better worth the Knowledge of Gentlemen in other Colo- 
nies, than what has been faid pro and com upon a Point in Difpute 
that is not peculiar to the Province of AJaryland, but may happen 
in any other Colony where there are two diftinét Heutes of Affembly. ; 

This plain State of the D.fpute between the two Houfes, which 
3 have given, without any Reafoning of my own upon it, muft, I 
think, convince every impartial Reader of the Miftakes and Mifre- 
prefentations in your Account of the faid Difpute: However, for the 
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further Satisfaction of fuch, 1 fhall point out more particularly fome 
few of them. 

I thall not pretend to fay what juft Claim the Upper-Houfe may 
have to the Character of Grammarians, being no great Grammatian 
myfelf: However, I think, I underftand Engiijb enough to fee you 
have plainly miftaken the Point in Difpute about the Alternative. 
‘The Lower-Houfe fay, ** Had their Honours of the Upper-Howfe 
<< prepofed the double or any other larger Sum than the Three Pence 
“* per Hogthead, that the Trade could poflibly bear ; or had a Jonger 
“< time of Duration been mentioned to the Bill, fo as it had a fixed 
*< time of Determination, they would, and were then ready to agree 
<< to EITHER, as the Neceflity of the then prefent Juncture might 
“< require.’ Now, I really think here are two diftinét Propofitions, 
either of which the Lower-Houfe declare their Readinefs to agree to, 
as the Neceflity of the prefent Juncture might require: And accord- 
ingly the Upper-Houfe propofed a Continuance of Nine Years, as 
fuitable thereto, and the Lower-Houfe never objected that the Ne- 
seflity of the then prefent ee did not require fo many, but ab- 
folutely refufed to treat with the Upper-Houfe about any longer Du- 
ration of time than Three Years, even after the Upper-Houfe had 
propofed Six only, thinking Tiree Pence per Hogthead for that time 
would be eafier to the People than S:x Pence per Hogthead for Three 
Years. Now, the plain Quettion is, whether or no the Lower-Houfe 
ftood to their own Offer ? 

in the fame Page, the 19th of your Magazine, there follow two 
very plain Miftakes: Fir/, you fay, “* the Claute to the End of the 
«s Sejfion has been the Subject of great Contention between the two 
“< Houfes for above Three Years backward ; the one infifting on the 
_* Neceflity of ‘n{erting it in the Bill for purchafing Arms, declaring 
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«* that without fuch a Claufe they chofe rather not only to be withe- 
<< out the Bill, but withoutany Seflion, 7. e¢. without an ATembly at 
«* all, while the other with equal Warmth contended for rejecting it. 

But tho’ all this is aflerted in very plain and pofitive Terms, it is 

very certain that the Difpute about this Claufe was only ftarted by 
the Lower-Houfe’s leaving it out of the Bill fer Arms, Gc. this very 
Seffion, 23d Apri/, 1740. 
Secondly, You fay, ** You find but one fingle Reafon offered by 
*¢ the Upper-Houfe on Behalf of the Claufe, namely, the Ulage of @ 
‘* Britifb Parliament, many of whofe Money-Bills are continued 
** from a Day certain to the End of a SeNion. 

Now, if you take away all their other Reafons for this Claufe, it 
is very plain they never gave this you here affign them: On the Con- 
trary, it was the Lower-Houfe that gave it as a Reafon againft the 
Claufe, ‘* That their Mother Country granted their Supplies annual- 
“ly and with a fixed Duration; and the Upper-Houfe only endea- 
voured to fatisfy the Lower as to this Objeétion of theirs, by thewing 
the Aritif> Parliament pafled Money-Aéts for a certain Number of 
Years, and to the End of a Seflion. 

But the principal Reafon the Upper-Houfe infifted on for this 
Claufe, was that the Lower-Houfe had aétually, by a Vote, thrown 
the Bill for Arms, &c. out of their Houfe the very Seffion before 5 
and had this Seffion fent it up for One Year only, without this accuf- 
tomed Claufe, and the other temporary Laws for Three Years with 
the faid Claufe ; whch the Upper-Houfe looked on as fuch a mani- 
feft Intention to deftroy the faid Bill, that they thought themielves 
obliged, in Duty, to doevery Thing in their Power to preserve it. 

Your fubf quent Difcourfe on the Marylard Government is fo 
loofe, rambling and perplexed, that it isimpoflible to fee any Thing 
clearly in it, but a ftrong Defire to afperfe the faid Government and 
Conftitution, by all the falfe Colours imaginable ; and, indeed you 
Jay them on too freely to conceal your Intention from the moft fhort- 
fighted. 

in your Arguments againft the Upper-Houfe, you cannot mufler 
up even fo much of the Appearance of Candour as to acknowledge, 
that any of His Majefty’s Councils in the other Colonies have a 
diftingt legiflative Power from the Governor ; but afk, whether it 
may not be more properly faid, that he with them are jointly en- 
trufted with the King’s Negative Voice ? One might have thought 
the Proceedings of the Affembly of New-Ferjey, printed in this 
very Magazine before the Proceedings of Maryland, might have 
fatisfied you inthis Point. In Page the Third there is the follow- 
ing Mefiage from the Lower-Houfe to the Governor, “ That as 
«< they had difpatched all the Bufineis before them, they prayed 
«< his Excellency would give his Affent to fuch Bills as had paft 
‘«* BOTH HOUSES, and put an End to the Seffion.’, If this 
does not fhew a diftinét legiflative Power in the Upper-Houfe from 
the Governor, it is certainly very like it. 

But as you don’t think this Point very clear, you further fay, 
«< If the Council in any of the Crown Colonies are Legiflators dif- 
«¢ tint from the Governor, it may be prefumed they are fo by 
** Virtue of fome At of Affembly.” Pray, why could you not 
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prefume a little likewife in Favour of the Upper-Houfe ef Mary 
dind ? If you had been fo kind, you would not have been much 
out ; for it does not appear by the Records, that there ever was any 
Body of Men, or Affembly, met together, in a legiflative Capacity, 
without Members of Council ; or any Law paffed, but by the joiit 
Concurrence of them, the People or their Reprefentatives, and the 
Governor: They could not fo properly, indeed, be called an Upper- 
Houle at firft, for the Members fat all together for fume Years, 
till they feparated into two diftin® Houfes, by Direétion of an A@ 
of Affembly, and have continued to do fo ever fince, and have been 
acknowledged by the Reprefentatives of the People themfelves, « to 
«¢ be both a good and ufeful Part of the Legiflature.”” 

Thus much I thought proper to acquaint you with; and you 
will do well to inform yourfelf more certainly of the feveral Contti- 
tutions of His Majefty’s other Colonies, that your further Compa- 
xifons between them and Muary/and may be a little more exaét than 
thefe 1 have now before me. 

Well, but tho’ an Upper-Houfe may be proper in other Colonies, 
it cannot be fo, you think, under a Proprietary Government ; and 
you give an Argument for it, which you call a ftrong One, wiz. 
«¢ That there is a wide Difference between the Appointment of the 
«¢ King, who can have no View but what concerns the general 
*« Welfare of His People, and that of a Proprietary or his Gover- 
<< nor, whofe private Intereft frequently clafhes with that of the 
* Community.’’ Now, I muft confefs ingenyoufly to you, that I 
can neither fee the Strength nor Juftnefs of this Argument. 

Had you Mid, That neither the King, His Minifters or Gover- 
mors, can have any private Intereft to clath with that of the Com- 
munity, but that a Proprietary or his Governor may ; therefore, an 
Upper-Houfe, under the King’s immediate Government, muft be 
better than One under a Proprietary Government ; I fhould readily 
have acknowledged the Juftnefs of your Conclufion, whatever I 
thought of your Premifes. But as you have formed your Argu- 
ment, I cannot perceive, by any Rule of Logick that lam Matter 
ef, how it concludes any thing at all. 

The fair State of the Queftion is this, Whether the Governors 
ef Mary/ard, under a Proprictor, have it more in their Power, to 
purfue their own private Intereft, to the Prejudice of that of the 
Community, than the Governors of the fame Colony had, when it 
was more immediately under the Crown? Or whether, in Fada, 
they have done fo? Or whether a Crown or Proprietary Gover- 
nor can carry the Powers of Government higher to the Oppreffion 
ef the People? And, when the People are in Reality oppreffed, 
in which Cafe can they.meet with the moft eafy and fpeedy Re- 
drefs > State any fair Queftion of this Nature, and I believe no ean- 
did and impartial Man will find any thing to the Prejudice of the 
Government of Maryland in the Difquifition of it. 

I am very far from faying any thing that may feem to leffen the 
Felicity of His Majefty’s Subjects in the feveral other Colonies of 
the Briti/o Dominions. Many and great are the Bleflings we all 
axjoy under His Majefty’s moft juft and mild Adminiftration : 
However it is very certain, that the People under the Reyeinny

and Charter Governments in America, have fome Favours and In- 
dulgences, that it would be difficult for the other Colonies to ob- 
tain, let His Maiefty’s Minifters be ever fo well inclined to ferve 
them; and of this the Government at Home is very fenfible, what- 
ever we may be here. 

Maryland in apeoay is certainly in a very happy .nd flourithing 
Condition, to the great Advantage of their Mother Country as well 
as themfelves: And this is fo well known to the Merchants at 
ll as to every Body elfe, that I thall not dwell on it 


here, but proceed direétly to a Point, that has been reprefented as 
One of the create Grievances the Country labours under ; and this 
is, The Fftablifbment of the Officers Fees. 1 know very well, that 


the leffening of them is fo very popular 2 Topick, that it may be 
difficult to fay any thing that will be thought reafonable on the 
other Side of the Queftion: However, I think one may venture 


tcaffirm, that it is the Intereft of every Country, to have their 
Officers Fees eftablithed in fuch a juft and reafonable Manner, that 
the People may not be oppreffed by their being too high, nor yet, 
that they fhould be fo low on the other Hand, that Gentlemen of 


Worth and Honour fhould think the Offices not worth their Ac- 
ceptance 3 which might tend much more to the Oppreffion of the 
People than any Excefs of the Fees can do: And this is all that 
the Government ever infiftcd on. 

I mutt confefs, there is one Circumftance that makes fome Peo- 


ple think them more grievous than otherwife they would be, and 


that is, the Payment of them in Tobacco when the Country has 
fo large a Be -« rC urrency 3 but this the Lower-Houfe of Affembly 
themfelves chofe, as what they then thought of moft Service to 


the Country, when the Upper-Houfe propofed to pay the Officers © 
Fees, as wel! as*the Choxys 4.0 per Poll, in Paper-Money, at the 
Rate of Ten Si lings for every Hundred of Tobacco, 

{In other Refpeéts the Offices are certain! y held in fuch a Manner, 
as muft be chough® of very great Advantage to the Province: They 
are poflefied by Gentlemen who live and fpe ‘nd their Money in it, 
and confequently circulate back again amongft the People what they 
receive from them for neceflary Services, without leffening the 
general Stock ; and this, every Man that confiders what large 
Sums of Money afe remitted out of fome other Colonies to their 
principal Officers, and for the Purchafe of Places, muft think of 
infinitely greater Advantage to the Province in general, than any 
Abatement of Fees that could be made by the moft favourable 
fup pr ofing se: too hi gh at pre sfent. 6 

But all this you will fay is fo much the worfe. What! All 
the principal Offices given to Gentlemen of the Country, without 
any Purchafe-Money to make them lefs valuable to the Poffeffors ; 
this muft give the ‘ Goaiune fuch an Influence over the Upper- 
Houfe , that they muft needs do what he defires them, and there- 
fore no Up; per- Houf e at all, you fay : But, pray, mig ht not thefe 
fame Places, “ hofe Charms you feem to think no Man in thefe 
Parts can refit, tempt the Gentlemen of a Lower-Houfe as well as 
thofe of an Upper? And would it not be more dangerous to the 
People, to have their own Reprefentatives corrupted, without any

Judge, 
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Body to call them to an Account, than to have an Upper-Houle 
ever fo much influenced by the Governor, whofe il! Defigns you 
mauft allow will always be fufficiently withftood by a Lower-Houfe, 
compofed of Members that have no Places? But thefe Things I 
only propofe to your Confideration, without intending to enter 
more fully into the Difpute, whether an Upper-Houfe, or no Up- 
per-Houte, may 'be beft in a Proprietary Government; efpeciaily, 
as you have called upon a Gentleman, who is much abler to fet 
this Affair in a true Light than I can pretend to be. So I con-

Dear STR, 


S you have been pleafed tery generoufly to honour me with a 

Place in your Friendihip, to I think myfelf oblig’d, in Re- 

turn, to throw off al! Difguife, and to difcover to you my real Cir- 

cumflances, which I thall here do with all the Opennefs and Free- 
dom imaginable. 

You will be furprifed, perhaps, at the Beginning of my Story, and 
be inclin’d to think the whole a Banter; but you may depend up- 
on it, it is a&tually true ; and, if need were, 1 could bring no wortfe 
BRerfon than the Parfon of our Parifh to teftify it. 

You muft know then, that at this very Time I live in a poor 
forry Houfe of Clay, that ftands upon the Wafte as other Cottages 
do 5 and worft of a!l, am liable to be turn’d out of Doors at a Mi- 
nutes Warning: It is a Sort of a Copy-hold Tenure, and the Cuf- 
tom of the Manor is this; 

For the firft Part of my Life I am to pay no Rent, but to do Suit 
and Service, and attend upon the Courts, which are kept conitant- 
ly once a Week, and fometimes oftener. 

For Ten Years after this Iam to pay a Rofe every Year; and 
farther after this, during the reft of my Life, Iam to pay a Tooth 
(which you will fay is a whimfical Sort of Acknowledgment) every 
two or three Years, or oftener,.if it be demanded; and when I 
have nothing left to pay, it will not be long before my Perfon will 
Be feiz'd, and Out mutt certainly be the Word. 

I might have had my Tenement, fuch as it is, upon much bet- 
ter Terms, if it had not been for a Fault of my Grandfather: Hé 
and his Wife together, over-perfuaded by a wicked Neighbour, 
were concerned in fomething about a Tree (as I have heard fay) 
which they fhould not have been, and {0 forfeited their Grant and. 
Privileges, to my Sorrow i'm fure it is; but however, I muft do as 
well as can. I fhall endeavour ta keep my Houfe in tolerable 
good Repair, and injoy it as long as the Lord of the Manor will 
give leave. My Kitchen, where I drefs my Victuals, is a comical, 
little, roundifli Sort of a Room, and fomething of the Figure of an 
Oven; however, it anfwers very well to the Bufinefs it was de- 
fign’d for, and that is enough. My Garrets, or rather Cocklofts, 
are but very indifferent ; but they are Rooms, indeed, J think few 


Beople regard now-a-days, without it be to keep Lumber in: T ~ 
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worft Part of the Story is, it cofts mea great deal every Year in

A new fort of Molaffes made of Apples; the Account communicated 
to the Royal Society, 4y Paul Dudley, E/g; of New-England, and 
publisbed in the Philotfophical Trantactions, Numb, 374. 


HE Apple that produces the Molaffes is a Summer Sweeting 
of a middling Size, pleafant to the Tafte and full of Juice, fo 
that 7 Bufhels-will make a Barrel of Cyder. The Manner of 
Making it is thus ; you mutt grind and prefs the Apples, and then 
take the puke and bo] it ir a Copper till three Quarters of it is 
wafted, which will be done in about 6 Hours gentle Boiling, and by 
that Time it comes to be of the Sweetnefs and Confiftency of Mo- 
lailes. 
Some of our People feum the Cyder as it boils, others do not, 
and yet there feems to be no great Difference in the Goodnefs. 
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This new Molaffes anfwers all the Ends of that made of the 
fweet Cane imported from beyond Sea. It ferves not only for Food 
and Brewing, but is of great Ufe alfo in preferving of Cyder; two 
Quarts of it put into a Barrel of rack’d Cyder will both preferve and 
give it a very agreeable Colour, 

The Apple-Molaffes was difcovered a few Years fince, by a Gen- 
tleman of my Acquaintance, at Wcodffock, in this Province, a 
Town remote from the Sea, and where the Wef-India Molatles 
is dear and fcarce; he imgenuoufly confeffes the Difcovery was 
purely accidental, but ever finee he has fupplied his Family with 
Molaties out of his Orchard, and his Neighbours alfo now do the 
like’ to their great Advantage. 

Our Country Farmers run much upon planting Orchards with 
thefe Sort of Sweetings, for fattning their Swine, and affure me it 
makes the beft Sort of Pork. And I know the Cyder made of 
them to be better tham that of other Fruit, for Tafte, Colour and 
keeping. . 2

the mof? illuRrious and moft potent Lady Anne Iwanowna, 
Emprefs Sowereian of all the Ruflias, of glorious Memory, and 
made publick by our Declaration of the 2gth of O€tober, the moft il- 
luftrious Erneft John, Duke of Courland, «was appointed Regent of 
this Empire during our Minority, and that by this Difpofition be 
avas exprefly enjoin’d to bebawe in bis Regency conformable to the Laws 
and Ordinances ena&ied by ber Imperial Majefty and ber illuftrious 
Predeceffors, as alfo to take the utmoft Care of ber Health and Edxca- 
tion, to bave for our dear Parents andthe Imperial Family the Efteem 
and Veneration which is duc to them, and to provide them a Mainte- 
nance fuitable to their Rank and Dignity ; neverthelefs, we have been 
informed, to cur great Diffatisfaétion, that the Duke of Cowfland, 
infiead of performing thofe Duties purfuant to the Difpofition, prefum- 
ed, as foon as be bad got the Reins of the Regency into bis Hands, 
and even before the Body of ber late Inperial Majefty was inbumed, 
to undertake feveral Things aguinft the Laws and Ordinances; and, 
what was more aggravating, to expres a notable Contempt to our 
moft dear Parents, baving on. that Occafion made pe of Menaces ne 
qway becoming bim; fo that not only cur moft dear Parents, but like- 
wife our Perfon, as well.as the Repofe and Safety of the Ewpire, might 
bave been brought into the greateft Danger: Wherefore, in order to 
Prevent all the Confequences of fo manifef an Infringement of ber late 
Imperial Majefty’s Difpofition, as well as the unguarded Condu& of 
the Duke of Courland, bi dangerous Views, and bis late Atterpts 
again? our moft dear Parents, the Imperial Family, and the whole 
Enpire; we bave been obliged, at the moft humble and earreft Suit 
of all our faithful Subjeds and States, as well Ecclefiapick as Secular, 
to diveft the faid Duke of Courland of the Regency, and to 
confer at the fame time, at the earnef? Suit of our faithful Sub- 
jets, the Adminiftration ofcur Empire of Ruffia during cur Minorie 
ty, on our moft dear Lady” M ‘ver, berImperial Highnefs the Princefs 
ANNE, to whom we give, hy thefe Prefents, the Title of GRAND 
PRINCESS OF ALL THE Russtas; dnd, we likewife give fil 
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full Power to Exercife the Regency on the fame Bafis tfablifbed 
the faid Difpofition of her late Imperial Mayjefly, &c. 

The Original of this Declaration was figned the 20th of Nowemb, 
N. S. by all the Synod, the Minifters, and the Generals. 

*Tis obfervable, that the Great Emperor who iflues this vigorc 
Declaration, was then but about three Months old. 

After this, the new Miniftry proceeded to a formal Examinati 
of the Duke on the Subjeét of his Adminiftration, they confifcat 
his Eftate, and remov'd all. Officers in the State that had been a 
tach’dto him. He made a moft humble Submiifion, and ’tis f 
his Life will be fpared, and his Sentence only Banifhment to Srderi 

The Populace, who, but twelve Days before, made extravagai 
Rejoicings at his Promotion. were as extravagant in their Rejoicin 
at his Downfall. 

From Germany, That ’tis fear’d the Electién of a new Emper 
will occafion a general War ; but *tis fuppos’d the Duke of Tujca 
will be chofen, there being at prefent 5 Votes for him out of Nine. 

From France, that the Scarcity of all Kind of Provifion continu 
and encreafes, tho’ the Government applies itfelf diligently to tt 
Procuring an Importation of Corn and Meat from all thofe Cour 
tries that have any to fpare. 

From Spain, That the Duke de Montemar is to have the Com 
mand of the intended Expedition to Jta/y; Thirty-fix Battalios 
and as many Squadrons being appointed for that Purpofe. Th 
‘Tranfports are to rendezvous at Barcelona. Twenty Men of Wa 
(if they can be got ready) are appointed to convoy them, to fecur 
them from any Attempt that may be made upon them by th 
Englifh Fret. 

From Great-Britain, That the Heat of Party is rifen to a ver 
great Height, on Occafion of the approaching Election of a nex 
Parliament. ‘That more Ships are put in Commiffion, and th 
Hot Prets for Seamen continued, to man them, a Declaration o 
War with France being daily expected.

Tuefday, March 24, Philip Careand Lawrence Callaban, fup- 
os’d to be the Murderers, were apprehended in this City, but 
pon Exami..ation obftinately deny’d the Fa&l, tho’ "ti8 faid the 
Yeceafed’s Pocket-Book, with fome of his Wearing Apparel and 
joods, were found upon them; and their Cloaths were ftain’d 
‘ith “Blood in feveral Places. They were both committed to 
*rifon. . 

Friday, March 27, Philip Cane, one of the Men mention’d a- 
ve, cut his Throat in the Dungeon belonging to the Prifon. He 
vas heard to ftruggle, but before any Body could get to him, he was 
ead. His Body was the fame Day expofed to publick View in the 
ound joining the Prifon, and afterwards dragg’d out of Town and 
uried in a Crofs-Road. _
